Farm Bureau Notes 
R. D. BAILEY 
County Agricultural Agent 


Fireside Farming. 

“He who foresees, conquers.” 

This very expressive heading, 
formulated long ago by a_ great 
Lhinker, is no more true in war or fi- 
nuance than in farming. 

In fact, in farming, it is true to a 
deadly degree. 

Those who practice it, succeed. 

Those who ignore it, fail. 

Many a man, while reading this ar- 
ticle, would do well, to pause, look 
jong and earnestly at the words: “ 
who foresees, conquers;” and, having 
jooked, ask himself if he habitually 
practices foresight; or, if he just 
works and stumbles along. 

Whatever successful farming has 
required in the pagt, let’s forget that, 
and honestly nieet what successful 
farming, and satisfaction with farm 
life require now, right now, and are 
going to require in 1922. 

The time has entirely passed in 
which the main qualifications for 
farming were a strong back and un- 
used head. 

Now is the time when, to succeed, 
a man must make his head save his 
heels; and, the man who does it the 
best will succeed the best. 

Running the risk of being laughed 
to scorn, | shall say that successful 
farming has become an intellectual 
occupation. 

In the past we have worked too 
much and thought too little. 

There is no use crying over that. — 

The clean, decent thing to do is to 
quit that style of farming, and to 
use our heads more. 

I have almost worshipful respect 
for things pertaining to agriculture, 
and for life on the farm; yet, I often 
feel that the famous painting “The 
Man With the Hoe,” all too faithfully 
portrays the farmer’s feeling towards 
his life work. 

Did you ever see that picture? 

Don’t you remember that it plainly 
shows that the laborer lived in the 
physical, the muscular, the appetite 
part of his being, and little in the 
mental; that he worked with his mus- 
cles and not with his mind? 

A new day is dawning; a day in 
which some farmers are beginning to 
think, to plan, to demand, to organize, 
notably in the case of the State Farm 
Bureaus of the many states, and the 
National Farm Bureau. ; 

The farmer who works hardest, 
with but little plan or system or head 
work, seldom gets satisfaction out of 
his work, 

Every county has its farmers who 
do everything by main strength and 
awkwardness, and never make a sat- 
isfactory showing. They look bedrag- 
gied, so do their wives. So do their 
children. So do their premises. So 
do their teams, harnesses and tools. 
Something always happens to keep 
them from plucking the fruits of vic- 
tory. According to their story bad 
tuck always attends them. 

They do not do enough fireside 
farming. 

It is a rule of nature that he who 
bhinders must suffer. 

In a visit to the Soo, several years 
ago, I saw a few keen, neatly dressed 
men, smoking cigars and sauntering 
over the area where the third lock 
was afterwards so successfully built. 

I could have thrown a fit about the 
soft snap of government employees 
who squander money furnished by 
downtrodden taxpayers. 

I did not throw the fit; for, I knew 
that these men were getting the data 
necessary, their bearings, the lay of 
the land, were “getting a good ready” 
before they started the task of build- 
ing the third lock. 

On a later visit to the same place, 
I saw that, quietly, on time, as by 
magic, from a mysterious somewhere, 
thousands of workmen appeared, and 


that there were places for them to 
board, and tools for them to work 
with; that steamdrilis and steam 
shovels appeared, and that there was 
coa) at the right spot to run them 
with; that tracklayers, trains and 
train crews appeared just in time to 
haul away to just the right spot that 
fearful mass of blasted rock; that the 
forest of timbers for forma, the train- 
loads of cement, trainloads of crushed 
stone, trainloada of reinforcing iron, 
all appeared on time, without confu- 
sion, without being in the way, with- 
out being unnecessarily handled ov- 
er, 

That gigantic work, next to the Pa- 
nama Canal, the greatest engineer- 
ing feat then in progress, went for- 
ward with no more confusion than 


He}some make in building a two-story 


house, 

Those men whom I saw sauntering 
around had done some fireside plan- 
ming. 

A certain farmer came into the 
woods of Otsego County with only 
bare hands. He cleared up a farm; 
always lived in a better house than 
his neighbors; always had a_ better 
barn than his neighbors; his rigs, 
summer or winter, were neater and 
in higher class order than his neigh- 

ors. 


There was a clean cut apearance 
about the loads of logs, wood or po- 
tatoes he drew past my house. 

There was a clean-cut appearance 
about the man as he rode on the 
loads. 

He always had ready money. He 
always had good things more than 
his neighbors. 

While others punished themselves 
and teams toiling to town with loads 
in fearful storms, he sat by the fire- 
side and read and planned—fortify- 
ing his mind with the experience of 
others, and thinking out clever plans 
for the next farm season. 

These plans were carried qut with 
a thoroughness and a success that 
filled his neighbors with a 
rage. 

He did fireside farming. 

While others were frantically run- 
ning sround in the spring after grass 
seed, he always had his, bought at 
the lowest price. He always had 
logs ready to saw when a portable 
mill came in. He always had things 
to sell when others had to buy. He 
always had money to buy with when 
others had to sell. He sold his po- 
tatoes cleverly. He finally sold his

Agreeing that further argument 
would be useless, the » committee 
turned its attention to collateral sub- 
jects, including regulations for future 
use of submarines, proposals for lim- 
itation of the size and armament of 
individual auxiliary vessels, and de- 
tails of the agreement already sealed 
in principle regarding capital ships. 

For the American delegation, Elihu 
Root praposed a joint declaration re- 
affirming the obligation of submarine 
commanders to warn merchant ships 
before attack, to refrain’ from sink- 
ing yessels whose crews and passen- 
gers could not first be placed in safe- 
ty, and to conform in general to @ll 
the eStablished practices of interna- 
tional law, In addition, Mr. Root also 
Buggested a Change in existing usage 
to prohibit attacks on merchant ves- 
sels altogether and to make = sub- 
marine commanders who violate the 
regulation liable to trial as pirates. 

General sympathy: for the purposes 
of these proposals was expressed by 
the representatives of all the powers, 
but definite action was deferred. 
Should an agreement be reached, it is 
to be submitted to all civilized nations 
with an invitation for world-wide ad- 
herence.

Among all the far. flung possessions 
of the British Empire, Hong Kong 
might be called the gem. Many Brit- 
ishers look upon It ag thetr local col- 
ony; and it.is indeed a city of super- 
latives. It is the pivot of British com- 
merce, Naval power and influence in 
the Far East, Travelers acclaim its 
terraced. city the most beautiful In the 
Far East; its deep, commodious har- 
hor fs one of the best fn the world; 
and in the tonnage of shipping entered 
and cleared it is outranked—since the 
World war reduced Hamburg’s im- 
portance—only by New York. It is 
the commercial gateway to the vast 
era of southern China and the islands 
to the south, 

On the military side Hong Kong is 
stronger than Gibraltar and {s the 
base of one of the most powerful fleet 
units in existence, the British Asiatic 
squadron, . Finully it is ‘one of the 
most presperous communities to be 
found either Last or West. 


Much of Great Britain’s pride in 
Hong Kong arises from the fact that it 
has been built frem nothing in just 
four score years. In 1889 Hong Kong 


wus a bare granite Island, nominally 
}a part of China, but inhabited only 
by a few thousand fishermen and 


groups of the pirates whe made com- 


/tuerce off the Chinese coast a thing of 


hazard and uncertainty in those days. 
When British merchants clashed with 
the Chinese In Canton in 18380 und 
found it necessary to leave that city, 
they retired first to the Portuguese 
settlement at Macao, seventy-five miles 
down the Canton river, and then com- 
pletely off the mainland to the rocky 
island of Hong Kong. War followed 
this commercial friction, and when 
Great Britain emerged as the victor 
in 1841 she demanded, and the fol- 
lowing year was given, outright title 
to Hong Kong. 


Despite the common idea, Hong 
Kong is not a city, but an island. It is 
eleven miles long and from two to 
five miles wide with an area of more 
than thirty square miles. The city, 
which to the pepular mind constitutes 
Hong Kong, !s officially named Vic- 
toria for the queen who ruled in Bri- 
tain during its greatest growth, But 


though the name Victorian is used in ! 


olicial documents and on seme maps, 
to most of the islanders the big com- 


munity of half a million souls is 
merely “the city.” 
Victoria and the matchless harbor

harbor across {t are public buildings, 
business houses and selne of the great 
warehouses which proclaim Hong 
Kong's chief aectivity—the distribu- 
tion of merchandisé to and from 
southeastern Asia. Many of the 
structures are faced story upon story 
by the arched external galleries or 
logglas, like our porches, that have 
become characteristic of British archi- 
tecture in this serai-tropical. island. 
But lookiug at Hong Kong from a 
ship in the hurbor, the newcomer gives 
only scant attention to the water front, 
interesting as its appearance and ac- 
tivities are. Fer Victoria is a city of 
terraces; the whole city is spread out 
before him as though tt were a map 
upon the wall. His eyes are inevit- 
ably led upward to row upon rew of 
buildings clinging to the sides of a 
great hill, past patches of bare rock 
and forest, to dwellings perched near 
the crest of the ridge. To the right, at 
the very penk of, the island, rise the 
wireless tuwers of one of Great Bri- 
tain’s most important radio stations, 


Climbing Up “The Peak.” 

Suburban conditions are nut reached 
in Hong Kong by moving outward as 
in most thickly ‘settied communities, 
but by moving upward. On the level 
area of the middle portion of the town 
near the water frout—imuch of which, 
Incidentally, has been reclalned from 
the harbor—are the banks and count- 
ing houses, the business structures 
tind warehouses of the merchants and’ 
shippers. ‘To the east and west Chin- 
ese merchants hold sway. This level 
mercantile region of Victoria extends 
only a few blocks from the harbor'’s 
edge. Back of it rise steeply the lower 
slopes of “the Peak” ugainst whose 
green sides the light buildings of the 
residential section of the city stand 
out boldly. Most of Victoria's cross 
streets surrender unconditionally ‘at 
the foot of the hill and are trans] 
formed Into stair Steps.. A few, as 
though more determined to conquer 
the heights, wind with many contor- 
tions, covering roda that they may 
rise feet. But parallel with the edge 
of the harbor the. streets continue, 
each on a different level, like receding 
shelves or the tlers of Seats of a huge 
theuter. 


The first zone of shelf-lke streets 
that rises above the mercantile level 
is Victoria's “Chinatown” where live 
the greater part of the closely packed 
multitudes of Chinese who have come 
from the mainland to cast their lots 
under the British flag, 

The next level in Victoria's social 
stratification is a closely bullt up sec- 


tion of substantial houses occupied 
by British, Americans, Portuguese, and 
indeed by representatives of most 
Buropean nations and thé United 
States. Farther up the side of. the 
peak, above tHe ‘Closely pullt section 
for westerners, are the residences of | 
the more wwenlthy, set in spacious 
‘grounds, half hidden in gardens, .
